CORRESPONDENCE.

“OUR GREATEST NEED.” 

Sik,—This discussion has now occupied a considerable space in your 
columns, and with your permission | will write just this once more, and 
exercise the opener’s privilege of bringing it to a close. | have tried 
hitherto very carefully and very consistently to deal justly with all the 
issues raised, and with courtesy to all your correspondents, and | trust that 
nothing in these final words shall appear ever so siightly to secure for my- 
self or my proposal any undue advantage. With buat few exceptions, this 
correspondence has circled around issues which I never raised, and has 
spent itself upon the debate of subjects the discussion of which | did not 
originally contemplate. Side issues must inevitably arise to some degree 
upon these occasions, but to such an extent have they prevailed in this 
instance that, in spite of my repeated earnest and carefal attempts to keep 
the discussion within the bounds of its original lines, your correspondents 
have persisted in widely wandering away from the point. I find the letters 
of this week completely ignoring all question of the formation of a Jewish 
Congregational Union with its regular Congress of English Jews and its 
occasional meeting of the representatives of universal Judaism, which is 
the one and only thing I asked for at the beginning, and which is the one 
thing for which I have pleaded to the end. So far not a single word has 
been written which to an ordinary unprejudiced and judicial 
mind can honestly be said to- be acceptable in evidence 
against the propriety of my suggestion. Many deep feelings have 
been disclosed. We have had evidence of what one of our 
foremost historians has described as ‘** The distinctions between content 
and hope, between caution and confidence, between the imagination that 
throws a halo of reverent association around the past and that which opens 
out brilliant vistas of the improvement in the fature, between the mind that 
perceives most clearly the advantage of existing institutions and the 
possible dangers of change and that which sees most keenly the defects of 
existing institutions and the vast additions that may be made to human well 
being.”’ 


When, on each side, there is so much to say and there is evidence of ‘ 


such deep feeling, and when, with the exception of one or two communica- 
tions which stand self-condemned in their own vulgarity, there is so much 
clearly entitled to the claim of consideration, | cannot but think even more 
assuredly than before that, safeguarded— 1 repeat—always, with reverence, 
nothing but good can possibly emanate from consultation and deliberation. 

1 appreciate very fally the spirit which seeks to conserve at all costs, 
bat | would ask those who reverence everything that is old because it is 
old not to suspeet and reject every idea that is new Simply because it is 
new. If such reasoning were to dominate our every-day lives all progress 
would be at a standstill. If such considerations had hampered the 
religionists of old, our great teachers would never have mounted the upward 
steps which have led us Jews to that position in advance of other thinkers 
which is the veritable raison d':tre of our being Jews at all. 

If anyone tells me that we are to be satisfied with being satisfied, 
that we are to write the word finixs over all our efforts for 
Judaism, then I unhesitatingly answer that the block which successfully 
bars our farther advance is the foundation stone of the monument we 
are raising over the place where Judaism is to lie buried, 

It has been pointed out frequently in this correspondence that Judaism 
is not the only religion in which there is shown lack of the highest religious 
feeling, want of attachment to cherished principles, absence of interest in 
public worship. This is no argument for us Jews. Where others are feeble, 
we should be strong ; where others step haltingly, we should be firm; where 
others are content with half-hearted conventionalities, we should give no 
rest to our minds, no slumber to our conscience, until we have grasped the 
real reason of religious apathy, whatever it may be ; and having determined 
the cause of what is troubling us, we should take our courage in both hands 
and deal with it like men. I have been told that I have been advocating 
a counsel of perfection, that it is impossible to put everything right that 
is wrong. The unpractical close of this discussion may possibly be cited 
as an instance of the futility of the ambition to guide this religious crisis 
into the paths of safe and satisfying settlement. To this I answer 
in the happy words of one of the American Jewesses who visited us two 
years ago: ‘‘ It is better to stir everything and settle nothing than to settle 
and stir nothing.’’ It has been urged upon me by one of my best 
friends that, however well-meaning my efforts may have been, they have pro- 
vided a handle for those who are only glad enough and ever ready to sneer 
at observant Judaism, to criticise the Synagogue and its service, to excuse 
nonconformity, and to cast contumely upon the much-enduring clergy. 
Nothing could be farther from my thoughts than this, but I cannot see how 
it can well be helped. Those who have stones in their hands will not rest 
till they have thrown them; those who have evil in their thoughts will not 
rest until they have given it definite shape in the words which they utter 
and are given the opportunity of writing. If men are to be silent for fear 
of misrepresentation, are to surrender their ideals because low minds ref 
them credit, are to abandon thei incipl i ae 

, abandon their principles lest their enunciation be dis- 


torted by those whose mouths are filled with violence, then Jews ought not 
to be Jews in face of the misrepresentations, the abuse, and the prejudice 
dealt out in the world to Jews to an extent as to which we are too painfully 
aware. Abuse and misrepresentation, whether outside or inside our com- 
munity, must not be given too easy a victory by men who are actuated by 
motives of trath and honour. 

And now, let me say that we can postpone discussions with ease, but 
cannot postpone remedies with impunity. The longer we let the problems 
grow the harder the eventual task of solution. If we go on living in a fool's 
paradise of seemingly outward well-being without touching the sources o| 
disease, we have but ourselves to blame if things grow beyond our power t. 
cope with at last. I am not sorryto have spoken some plain truths. As a 
recent writer has said: ‘*A very brief contact with people who, when 
the occasion comes, do not shrink from saying what they think, is enough 
tu modify that excessive liability to be shocked at truth-speaking, which is 
only so common because trath-speaking itself is so unfamiliar.’’

And what is thissmile of the world, to win which we are 
bidden to sacrifice our moral manhood ; this frown of the world, whose terrors 
are more awful than the withering up of truth and the slow going out of light 
within the souls of us? Consider the triviality of life, and conversation, 
and purpose inthe bulk of those whose approval is held out for our prize, 
and the mark of our calling. Measure, if you can, the empire over those ot 
prejudice unadulterated by a single element of rationality. and weigh, if 
you can, the huge burden of custom, unrelieved by a single leavening 
particle of fresh thought. ... In the light of these things a man should 
surely dare to live his small span of life with little heed of the common 
speech upon him or his life, only earing that his days may be full of reality, 
and his conversation of trath-speaking and wholeness.”’

CHILDREN’S SERVICES, 


Sir, —Next Saturday, the Lith inst., there will be inaugurated at the Great 
Synagogue a new form of children’s service. It will be entirely choral and 
neither Chazan nor paid choir will take partin it. It will bea service by chil- 
dren for children, and, including a Bible reading or pulpit address, will be 
comprised within the space of half-an-hour. The new departure is necessitated 
by the experience gained, that the ordinary form of service does not 
unfortunately appeal to the younger members of our community, They are 
not sufliciently interested while listening to the efforts of the Chazan, or 
of a choir discoursing musie with which they are almost entirely unfamiliar. 
Whenever a series of services has been held for the benefit of the young, 
it has been found that the attendance has gradually fallen off, until the 
melancholy truth has been borne home to us that they have failed of their 
purpose. Nor can we be greatly astonished at this result. Even adult 
people grow listless when constrained to attend religious functions which 
answer but slightly to their aspirations; how much more must this be the 
case with children. If then they become weary and restless while sitting 
as dumb listeners to a service in which they have little interest, would it 
not be infinitely better to give them the opportunity of actively partici- 
pating in a service that more directly appeals to them, and of joining their 
voices in prayer and praise and thanksgiving ? 

The Chiet Rabbi and his Committee of Ministers, acting in conjunction 
with the Wardens of the Great Synagogue, have arranged that four such 
services as | have here indicated shall be held on selected Sabbaths during 
the present winter. But these services will again prove failures unless the 
children can take a deeply interested part in them. It will be useless to 
ask them to join in a choral service if they know not what to sing. Here 
we feel the lack in the first place of a standard hymnal, a selection of 
psalms and hymns set to easy, apjfropriate, and widely accepted tunes; a 
recognised manual for use in all our synagogues. Secondly, our schools an 
religion classes have, as a rule, been somewhat wanting in preparing our 
children for taking part in religious services. Our efforts have. stopped 
short at the synagogue door, instead of leading our little ones into the 
House of God, and furnishing them with the means of taking part in some 
simple form of divine worship. It is to remedy this deficiency that | 
recently moved the Jewish Education Board to adopt the singing of selected 
Hebrew psalms and hymns as part of the curriculum in the classes under 
their control. I am glad to say that the proposition was most sympatheti- 
cally received at a large mecting of the Board, and I have every reason to 
believe that it will be carried into effect. 

But I hope that this movement will not ‘be confined to London, but will 
spread to every Jewish school and religion class in the kingdom. I know 
that my colleagues here and there have done something in this matter, 
but Iam asking for a combined effort in a well-defined direction. Mean- 
while for Saturday’s sefvice I have, by request, selected the following five 
pieces taken, with one exception, from the ordinary Mincha service - 
(1) Mah Touva, (2) Psalm 92 (Mizmour Shir l'youm Hashabbos), (3) Psalm 2! 
(L’dovid Mizmour), (4) Psalm 121 (Shir Lamidlous), and (5) Adoun Oulom. 
The singing of these will be led by a Free School choir, specially trained 
for the occasion, My hope is that many of the children present will be ablc 
to recognise some of the tunes, and to joinin the singing. As time goes on 
I trust that more and more of the children will be able to take efficient par! 
in the services, so that the choir may gradually be dispensed with. I shal! 
be well repaid for any trouble 1 have taken if the above-named selection 
should prove the nucleus of a children’s hymnal. 

I have had the tunes set up in tonic sol-fa in three 
underneath, and I shall be happy to forward a copy to any Head Teacher or 
to the Superintendent ofany of our Religion Classes. I venture very strong! 
to advise that, except in rare cases, the melody only should be taught. I am 
afraid time could not be spared to teach the tunes in harmony, nor do | 
think it absolutely necessary. Mr. Farmer, who raised the chapel singing 
of the Harrow boys to such a pitch of exeellence, never taught them more 
than the melody of their hymns, and if we desire that our children should 
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earry with them through life the remembrance of their « 
to the melody only that they should firmly hold.

|: is a deliberate falsehood to state that the service has been altered 
to. suit the **Lord Mayor and his party,’’ or that this is the reason put 
forward by the Executive of the Society. 

As a matter of fact, many of our members, clerical as well as lay, have 
felt for a considerable time that the service usually held was quite 
inappropriate to the occasion. Although a service in aid of charity, it con- 
taincd not a single prayer or scriptural verse especially exhorting to the 
duty of benevolence.

CANNOT ALL ZIONISTS BE UNITED. 

Sin,—Zionism has come to the fore once more, and the 
point that must strike an impartial observer is the great variety. of 
opinion existing among Zionists. I hasten to say that | use the word 
*Zionist’’ in the broadest sense of the term, and not as a synonym for 
“ Herzlite.”” To a certain extent this difference is a healthy sign as 
indicating the deep interest taken in the subject by the community.

These two bodies have a 
few points in common, and a good many points of variance, but possibly these 
latter might be sufficiently modified on each side to enable them to combine

This is 
not intended by any means to be a model programme, but it may serve to 
point out how some sort of conciliation might be effected :— 

|. The interests of any existing colonies, schools, institutions, etc., to 
remain unaffected except by the mutual consent of all parties. 

2. No charity, pure and simple, to be given except in cases of the greatest 
urgency, the funds to be devoted to loans, grants and other forms of help- 
ing the colonists to help themselves. 

. No questions of national independence or a Jewish flag to be raised 
for the present, it being understood that all colonists shall remain loyal and 
law-abiding subjects of the Sultan.

‘A MIXED DEBATE AT THE MACCAB.EANS,” 


Sin,—The manner in which Mr. J. H. Levy wrestles with the truth would 
be heroic if it were not ludicrous. I pass over his really childish quibble 
that beeause he did not pretend to put my exact words between quotation 
marks, therefore it was not possible to misquote me, as I alleged he had done, 
by calling his attention to the following from the ‘‘ Standard Dictionary ” : 
“To quote is to give an author's words either exactly as in direct quotation 
or in substance as in indirect quotation.’’ It is clear, therefore, that if Mr. 
Levy attached to my words a meaning different from what they would convey 
to any intelligent mortal ordinarily endowed with the faculty of under- 
standing English, I am fully justified in charging him with ‘* misquotation, 
the absence of quote marks notwithstanding. Let us see. 

| said at the Maccabreans that ‘the real objection on the part of those 
who opposed unrestricted immigration to this country was that, in their view, 
it \volved an abnormal growth of Jewish influence and power.’ In order to 
co: vey my meaning to your readers Mr. Levy said: ‘‘ Mr. Greenberg hinted 
that what lishmen fear in Jewish immigration is the might of the Jewish 
intelleet.”’ Mr. Levy mean to assert that ‘‘ the might of the Jewish 
intclleet ” is a fair representation of the words ‘abnormal growth of Jewish 
influence and power ?’’ Does Mr. Levy, just because he is endowed with an 
unoubtedly larger stock of intellect than most of us, imagine that there 
cannot be “influence and power "’ without intellect, or that intellect neces- 
Sarily carries with it *‘ influence and power?’’ Givenan uncultivated savage 
Wielding @ well balanced tomahawk pitted against a professor quoting 
Sophoeles and Plautus and the rest, with whom, pray, would be the * influence 
and the power ?’’ I spoke of Jewish influence and power apart altogether 
from Jewish intellect. I do not think that those who oppose unrestricted 
immigration object to Jewish intellect, or regard it asa potential danger, but 
ldo think they object to an abnormal growth of Jewish influence and power 
in this country, which they imagine, I believe altogether groundlessly, would 
result, unless restriction is placed upon alien immigration. If Mr. Levy has 
any doubt stil] upon this point I would commend to his attention the address 
delivered a few evenings ago at the Toynbee Hall by Mr. Fred. A. McKenzie, 
4nd his complaint against the alien that he ‘‘ was bringing heavy commercial 
pressure’? upon the East End, that the aliens were able ‘‘ to break a 
organisations and place trade at the mercy of strong masters, | that ** they 
Were in reality displacing Englishmen,’’ and that ** this foreign invasion was 


the cause of the cheapening of labour.’’ These, indeed, were the only 


| tangible complaints of the direct effect of alien immigration which the 


lecturer made. 


Again, when I pointed out that Mr. Levy misled your readers by imputing 
tome an exaggerated notion of Jewish intellect, he runs off by saying that 
the point is not what J thought but the thought 1 assigned to my opponents. 
I have shown that I said not a word about Jewish intellect in this connec- 
tion, but I suppose Mr. Levy would retort that his rebuke would apply 
equally to the observation IL really did make. If, however, Mr. Levy intended 
to quote only my view of what was the real objection of the Anti-Alien, and 
not lead your readers to believe | assented to it as a fact, why on 
earth did he go on to say: ‘* There is a charming aromd of modesty about 
(this ‘hint’ of Mr. Greenberg's) which I would not like to dissipate by any 
rough comment ''? What Mr. Levy appears to contend is that, if A. declares 
ee believe B. is showing enmity to me because he imagines I wish to 
dispossess him of his belongings, but I have not the least intention so to do,"’ 
A. is to be pilloried as an immodest braggart. Mr. Levy is always parading 
the superiority of his logical faculty. Is this an example of his reasoning 
powers ? 

I hinted in my last letter that 1 feared I was troubling you unnecessarily 

and myself, too, for the matter of that—by writing to you to correct 
Mr. Levy’s absurd misrepresentation of what I said at the Maccabzeans. 
I have my reward, however, in the letter of his that appeared last week. 
For his reference to Zionism as a justification for the attitude of those 
opposed to Alien Immigration, shows that he is as utterly ignorant as an 
intelligent man can be, of the first principles of the Zionist movement. 
| had always imagined that his Jehu-like opposition to Zionism was to be 
thus accounted for, and now we have the confirmation of thie view ‘‘ out of 
his own mouth.’’ He stumbles upon one truth though, and for that he 
shall have every credit at my hands. ‘‘ The Jewish Immigration problem 
has been altered, I might say revolutionised,’’ he declares, ‘‘ by Zionism.’’ 
Verily a Daniel come to judgment! For Zionism alone, of all proposals 
that have been put forward in mitigation of the condition and pros- 
pects of the East European Jew, has provided him with an alternative 
to his” either existing through the death-in-life of Russia, of 
Roumania, of Galicia, or his scrambling to shores where he is made to fecl 
how unwelcome he is, often in the keenest degree by his brothers who have 
scrambled there but a few years before. Zionism alone shows the means 
whereby the Jew rescued from the thraldom of persecution shall be able to 
step on to a free land where he will not be an alien—nay, where away from 
the land of his birth he shall be in the home of his people—welcome 
because he comes there by a right consecrated by two thousand years of 
patient endurance and unswerving loyalty, maintained in face of discourage- 
ment bitter and unrelenting. Zionism—‘a legally recognised home for the 
Jewish people '’--instead of the shuttle-cocking of Jews from land to land— 
truly the Jewish immigration problem has been ** revolutionised by Zionism, 
even though, thanks to such Jews as Mr. Levy, Zionism is still in large 
measure for the most part a hope. The President of the ‘* British 
Brothers’’ is in sympathy with Zionism doubtless because he wishes to see 
the stream of migration turned from this country, and perceives in Zionism a 
method whereby that may be effected and still give Jews the means of 
migration from slavery to freedom. Mr. Levy prefers to leave them to their 
fate. 

Mr. Lévy complains of the use of language ‘‘ worthy of the Kurds and 
Bashi-Basuks.’’ Thave never heard that Kermanji or Arabic were incapable 
of expressing the tenderest and the loftiest conceptions. It is rather the 
methods ef these people when aroused that evince barbarous brutality and a 
lack of human right feeling. But these subjeets of the Sultan find some 
counterpart of their modus in the Hooligan—the actual fellow-subjeect of 
Mr. Levy and myself. Why will some Anti-Zionists in attack and defence 
adopt manners which, if persisted in, will render them not unworthy to be 
classed with all three?

If exceptional difficulties in getting a good representation of the British school did 
not exist in the present instance, personal considerations would not permit of my under 
taking the work. According to the laws of Russia persons of the Jewish faith are not 
permitted to visit that country, and as such a restrictive measure would apply to myself, 
| fear that my position if I fell in with your wishes would be a little awkward. 

Under the circumstance, therefore, I am compelled to decline the proposal you are 
good enough to make.

Dear Sir,—I have to thank you for your letter of the 6th inst., and for your 
kindness in again inviting my co-operation in the promotion of the St. Petersburgh 
Exhibition. 

Much as I would like to fall in with your wishes, and further the interests 
of British art, as I do whenever and wherever possible, I regret that 1 do not see my way 
to do so in this instance. 

It is very kind and considerate of the Russian Consul-General to offer to specially 
visé my passport if, as a member of the Jewish persuasion, I produce a letter from my 
Bankers testifying that | hold ‘‘a high position in London.’’ 

I do not quite know what is meant by ‘‘a high position,’’ but even if | were able 
to secure such a letter I must honestly say that I would not care to proceed to Russia 
under such conditions, or to accept a favour from the Consul which he would deny to my 
less fortunate coreligionists. 

Whilst on this point | would like to add that, as a member of the Russo-Jewish 
Committee for the relief of poor Russian Jews who are persecuted on account of their 
faith, | am a constant witness here in London of the terrible results of Russian official 
oppression, and on this account also | feel that | carhot bring myself to render any 
service, however small, to the Russian Giovernment, whilst special restrictive laws of a 
very cruel kind are directed against people on account of the faith to which they 
and I belong. 

I oy however, have waived this objection did I think that British interests 
might suffer in consequence, but inasmuch as there must be other helpers available for 
your purpose, the decision at which | have arrived must, | regret to say, be considered 


final.

Stepney Jewish Schools. 


On Wednesday evening last, after delivering a sermon to children at the 
East London Synagogue, the Chief Rabbi, accompanied by Mrs. Adler, 
attended to the distribution of prizes to the children attending the Sabbath 
Classes held at the Stepney Jewish Schools. Before the commencement of 
these proceedings, they were conducted by the Headmaster, Mr. Ephraim 
Norden, over the technical workshop, where the boys were engaged in 
various branches of work under the direction of their instructors, Mr. W. 
Robb: and Mr. A, E. Harris. A number of specimens of finished work in 
wood-carving, wood-working, metal-turning, fitting, tool-making, bent iron, 
and forge work were exhibited. Before leaying, the Chief Rabbi addressed 
a few words to the boys, exhorting them to be mindful of the instruction 
they were receiving. Manual training was most useful, and he was pleased 
to learn from the President, Mr. Marcus Adler, that the boys trained in 
that workshop were much sought after. 

The distribution of prizes afterwards tcok place in the Infants’ School- 
room. Besides the Chief Rabbi and Mrs. Adler there were present Mr. and 
Mrs. Marcus N. Ader, Rev. J. ’. Stern, Messrs. M. Alex Myer, E. Norden, 
H. Harris, and R. Tribich 

The Rey. J. F. STERN, in welcoming Dr. and Mrs. Adler, said that the 
children attending the classes were mostly those of Board and Church 
Schools in the neighbourhood. 

Mr. H. WEINSTEIN, the Honorary Superintendent, in his report said, that 
in order that their methods of teaching should not clash with those of other 
Hebrew Classes the children might be attending, they confined their work to 
the teaching of scripture, what he called ‘‘ domestic "’ religion, and the singing 
and explanation of synagogue hymns.

Doctors in Paris. 


Jewish Women 


The Paris correspondent of the Pall Mall Gazette writes: Mention 
was made the other day in this correspondence of the number of lady 
doctors practising in Paris. It is a curious fact that the majority are 
Russian Jewesses, just as are the greater number of the women medical 
students. The reason of the invasion of the Jewess is, of course, the 
disabilities that exist in Russia for those of the faith of Israel—disabilities 
that are hardly lessened in Germany. Moreover, there exists, I believe, 
only one university for women in Russia, and that is in St. Petersburg. 
Some of the women who graduate in medicine do extremely well, after- 
wards, in practice. One Jewess, who is greatly in vogue in the highest 
society in Paris, is reputed to make 60,000 f. (£2,400) a year. The lady 
doctor, who is also a Russian subject, has likewise found a fleld for her 
energies in China, where Russian influence is so dominant at the present 
moment. 


The Attendance of Jewish Children in East End Schools. 


The report of the School Accommodation and Attendance Committee of 
the London School Board for 1900-—1901 has been issued. As in former 
years, the schools attended mainly by Jewish children attain a remarkably 
high percentage, and testify to the interest evinced by Jewish parents in 
the education of their boys and girls. Specially noteworthy is the attendance

This division has a higher average attendance than any other district, with 
the exception of the small division of the City of London. 


The Cattle Show. 


At the annual meeting of the Smithfield Club, held at the Royal 
Agricultural Hall on Taesday, Lord Rothschild was elected a Vice-President. 
The following Jewish exhibitors at the Cattle Show have gained prizes for 
their exhibits: Miss Alice de Rothschild two class prizes, a first and a 
third, for Shorthorns, two class prizes, a first and a second, for cross-bred 
cattle, and breed cups for a Shorthorn steer and Oxford Downs sheep. A 
cross-bred Aberdeen-Angus and Shorthorn (which was first at the Norwich 
Show), also exhibited by Miss Alice de Rothschild, was placed in reserve to 
a fine animal bred by the King, to which a £25 silver cup was awarded as 
being the best beast not exceeding two years. A similar position was 
given to a steer belonging to Miss de Rothschild, in the competition for 
the £50 silver cup to the exhibitor of the best steer. Lord Rothschild 
has won a breed cup for Hampshire Downs, and Lady de Rothschild’s 
exhibit of Shropshires was placed reserve for a breed cup. Mr. Leopold 
de Rothschild obtained a second prize in one of the classes for cross-bred 
cattle. Mrs. J. M. Montefiore (of Worth Park, Crawley) received a Highly 
Commended award in the class for Sussex beasts.

FUNERAL OF THE JEWISH 


The pens of writers, Jews and Christiqns, 


SAILOR, 


have during recent years 
familiarised the public with 
the varied phases of life in 
the London Ghetto, but their 
vivid imagination has never 
conceived a seene so remark- 
able and unprecedented as 
that which was witnessed last 
Monday afternoon in the very 
heart of that Ghetto. Went- 
worth Street, Spitalfields, is 
at no times easy to traverse, 
with its pathways full of 
intending purchasers, and its 
roadway lined with stalls on 
which all manner of comes- 
tibles and merchandise are 
displayed for sale. But on 
Monday it was still more con- 
gested, for the news had 
spread that Aaron Van 
Ameringen, the stoker on 
H.M.S. **Salmon,’’ who lost 
his life under circumstances 
already reported the 
Jewish Chronicle, was to be 
conveyed from the humble 
abode of his father to his 
last resting 
Plashet Cemetery of the 
United Synagogue. It was 
a sympathetic and orderly 
crowd which congregated in 
the street, and especially 
in the spacious courtyard of 
Wentworth Street Buildings, in one of the t:nements of which the body 
rested ; and it was not until the remains had been deposited in the hearse 
that the services of the police specially detailed for duty were required 
to clear a path for those who were to form part of the cortege. It was a 
strange and moving spectacle that one saw in a room high up in the 
buildings. In a corner rested a polished elm coflin covered with a Union 
Jack as a pall, and standing guard over it were seven of Van Ameringen’s 
comiades on the ‘‘Salmon.’’ Their names deserve to be mentioned— 
Abb tt, Blackman, Brannigan, Green, Heath, Jones, and McDermott —for 
they specially travelled to town from Harwich, at their own expense, in order 
to take a last farewell of the unfortunate young man who had made himself 
so popular on the ship. McDermott, who is little more than a youth, per- 
formed a specially touching act of kindness, for he came up with the body 
and remained in Van Ameringen’s home STiice then, declaring to the 
bereaved father that he would not leave the remains until they were lowered 
into the grave. But the senior branch of His Majesty's Service was not the 
only one represented. There was a Scots Guardsman from Windsor, a 
Hussar, men in the Royal Horse Artillery and Royal Field Artillery, a 
bandsman in the Yorkshire Regiment, and two men in the Imperial Yeomanry

Some were from 
relatives and friends, but those of a public character and the inscrip- 
fittingly be recorded, One was ‘‘ With Deepest Sympathy 
from the Officers of H.M.S. *‘Salmon.’”’’

A third had the inscription ‘‘ With deepest sorrow from 
H.M.S. ‘Severn’’’; and finally one was brought as ‘‘A token of respect to 
our departed friend from the members of the Netherlands Club.’

His father, it may be mentioned, was a first cousin 
of the late Sir George Jessel. 

When the time arrived for the removal of the body, the sailors 
reverently raised the coffin and bore it on their shoulders to the hearse. 
The police had no difficulty in keeping the way clear amid the serried 


mass of spectators, many of whom gave visible expression to their sorrow. 
_ The hearse was an ordinary closed one, but that its burden was no common- 


place one was evidenced by the fact that over it, as well as over the coflin, 
a Union Jack was placed. The cortege was preceded by a number of police, 


and the sailors walked on either side of the hearse as a guard of honour, 


immediately behind it walking the soldiers referred to. The principal 
mourners were the father, Moritz van Ameringen, and a little son, and 
in the coach was Mr. G. Friedlander, the Sexton 
of the Burial Society of the United Synagogue, the father being 
an employé at the Sexton’s oflice. A member of the Burial Com- 
mittee also followed to the cemetery. Through Wentworth Street and 
Middlesex Street the funeral passed at a slow pace, every shop 
having shutters up in token of sympathy. A large crowd had assembled in 
High Street, Whitechapel, and accompanied the procession as far as White- 
chapel Church, at which point the soldiers and sailors left the hearse and 
Other vehicles had 
been chartered to convey former fellow-workers of the deceased, but it may 
be noticed that one youth followed on foot the entire distance to the Plashet 


_ Cemetery, a feat of endurance, as he was obliged to run nearly the whole 


of the way. On entering the cemetery, the coffin was placed on a bier, 
which was then raised aloft and borne shoulder-high by the men from the 
‘*Salmon,’’ assisted by the- Imperial Yeomen, in memory of the departed’s 
service in the South African Naval Brigade. Just at this moment a heavy hail 
storm raged, and it was in the rough and gusty weather which sailors so 
frequently experience that the procession slowly passed on its way to the 
grave. The ofliciating minister was the Rev. F. L. Cohen, Chaplain to the 


Jews in His Majesty's Forces, and the entire service was performed in 


the open air. Mr, Cohen was thus able to carry out the naval and military 
custom, and to officiate without infringing the Jewish tradition which prohibits 
Cohanim from being under the same roof with a corpse, or from standing within 
i ft. of it. The Chaplain intoned the prayers as he walked before the coffin. 
Some slight deviation was made from the ordinary service. Mr. Cohen read 
in English Psalm cxxx., and then followed Psalm xvi. in Hebrew and English. 


_ The prayer recited when entering a burial ground was intoned as the coffin and 


its bearers reached the tablet on which it is inscribed, and was followed by AMX 
W2i and thesentence;: ‘* Phe Lord hath given, and the Lord hath taken away, 
blessed be the name of the Lord,’’ the Hebrew words being most fervently 
repeated by the assembly. At the grave the wreaths and Union Jack were

and foot and in the centre a plate with the words :—

Deftly the sailors and soldiers lowered the collin into the grave, and 
then, following the example of the mourners, they threw into it the 
customary shovels-full of earth. Mr. Cohen then resumed the service the 
men, meanwhile, standing at attention on both sides of the grave, The 
sece at this moment was particularly touching and drew tears from many 
an eve in the decorous crowd. Mr. Cohen read the scriptural excerpts 
commencing with ** As for man his days are as grass,’’ which form part of 
the service at the setting of a tombstone; next in Hebrew, Psalm xci. : and 
then followed a very affecting rendering of the prayer for the dead 
beginning **O Lord and King, who art full of compassion.’’ After the 
words: **And his recompense before him,’’ Mr. Cohen fittingly interpolated 
the following sentence; ‘*‘ More especially seeing that he died with honour 
at the post of duty, faithful and true to the last, and looking death-in the 
face undismayed.’’ The recital of the Kaddish, in which nearly evervone 
present feelingly joined, brought the pathetic service, feelingly conducted 
throughout, toa conclusion. Mr. Solomon, the ground-keeper, kindly gave 
tea to the sailors and soldiers, an attention which the men vratefully 
appreciated.

The Anti-Semites and M. Labori.

Paris, 10TH DeceMBER., 

Since I last wrote to you several articles have appeared on both sides on 
the subject of the dispute which has arisen between M. Labori and M. 
Joseph Reinach. I am, however, able to state, according to information 
Wheh reaches me from an authoritative quarter, that this polemic will not 
have the untoward results which had been feared. I also know that the 
attitude originally taken up by M. Labori is explained by the 
fact that he intends to take a prominent part in the elections 
for the Chamber of Deputies, which will be held next May, 
as candidate for the Arrondissement of Fontainebleau. Our core- 
ligionists here have been greatly concerned at the dispute, started 
by a man who had constituted himself the defender of innocence and 
tolerance. But the article from M. Labori, published in yesterday’s 
Journal, proves that the great. lawyer holds to his noble convictions. 
This is an important fact, for already it had been insinuated that the 
light of trath was at last to be let in on the Dreyfus Affaire, that the 
Dreyfusards were divided among themselves, and that sensational revelations 
might be expected. There is not the slightest basis for these insinuations» 
and the Anti-Semites who have made attempts to draw M. Labori towarts 
them will once more witness the failure of their intrigues. I 
may mention, by the way, this little characteristic trait of their 
Inanceuvres. From the first day that the articles commenced, the Nationalist 
and reactionary journals, for instance the one edited by the renegade Jew, 
Arthur Meyer, stretched out their arms to M. Labori, and invited him to 
contribute to their columns. The Libre Parole, which formerly could not 
find language vulgar enough wherewith to bespatter the victim of the 
attempted assassination at Renges, now addresses him daily as ‘‘ cher 
Maitre.”’ But our enemies will not have the satisfaction of seeing M. Labori

Dinner to the Officers at the Maccabaans. 


A CALL FOR MORE OFFICERS.

Qn the proposition of the CHAIRMAN, ‘* The sacred memory of the 
Maccabees’’ was drunk by the company upstanding and in silence, 
immediately following it, Mooz Tsur was sung; Mr. Jules Hollander playing 
the accompaniment on the piano. 


The CHAIRMAN said he felt like a father welcoming home for the holidays 
a child that had been born in this house and had grown almost out of recog- 
nition. Nothing the Maccabeans had taken seriously to heart had turned 
out so well as this their pet scheme. Once launched it had caught on, and 
he trusted it would continue to create and gather for itself substantial 
sympathy. The movement could do so mach and so much more the more 
universal it became to solve a great part of the English Jewish question. 
Little can be done for the older generation except, perhaps, through the 
younger. The lessons of discipline, cleanliness, and many a manly virtue 
instilled into the lads might perchance affect the condition of their families. 
In any case, they will not be lost on the boys themselves. And when it was 
considered that their training was in the hands of a band of gentlemen, self 
sacrificing and intelligent, who made of their work a labour of love, such 
salutary influence and example would, undoubtedly, put a rosier face on the 
next generation of Jews. The Hebrew’s worst faults were on the surface. 
Improve his gait, his manners, and rid him of his Ghetto vestiges, and he 
will pass very well inthe crowd. It was his privilege to thank their guests 
_for the wholesome work they were doing for their fellows and the com- 


munity. They would probably say that their greatest reward was 
the success of their labours, but some recognition at the hands of 


their friends could not come amiss, and then the Maccabwans were 
not a little proud of a small share of reflected glory. They felt 
proud, indeed, to be honoured by the presence of men whose work 
commanded their respect and gratitude. In coupling Colonel Goldsmid's 
name with the toast, it was unnecessary to introduce him tothem. If they 
were the parents of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, the Colonel was its foster- 
mother.—-(Laughter and Cheers). The Brigade would shortly have a dinner 
in aid of its funds, and if the community only knew where its best interests 
lay, it would assist and encourage the officers in their efforts. (Applause), 

‘Colonel GOLDSMID rose amid prolonged cheering. Brother Maccal:eans, 
he commenced, he was sure that their eldest child was extremely proud to 
be at its papa’s table. It was now five years old, and might consider itself 
breeched. In answering for the Jewish Lads’ Brigade he was only echoing 


the feelings of his brother officers, who thoroughly appreciated the honour, 


that had been conferred upon them. He hoped that their movement had 
been born to live, and not to die, but greatly to increase. But if it were to 
increase, not money alone but personal service was needed. They looked to 
the younger men of the community to give their services. He knew that there 
were other and older charities that were only to be mentioned with respect, 
but the Brigade assisted most of the charities by raising in the younger 
generation a feeling of self-respect and honest ambition, which he hoped 
would keep them in future years from needing assistance. In his recent 
canvassing he had, as a rule, been well and nobly met. He admitted 
other claims, but was not ashamed to plead for the Brigade because he knew 
that they were doing good and earnest work. They were teaching lessons of 
honour and discipline to the rising poorer Jewish youth. Not only did they 
benefit them in person, but the future generation, of which they would be 
the fathers, would also be benefited. A few’ on whom he ealled 
met him with objections to militarism. He was at one with them 
in their hatred of militarism, bat that was very different to a military 
spirit. A nation of slaves could possess militarism, but a military spirit 
must live in a nation of freemen. They accepted all the privileges of British 
citizenship, and if they were not willing to put themselves shoulder to 
shoulder with members of other creeds, to be consistent they should take 
no part in the government of the country. He hoped that the young men 
would lend them a helping hand. They now had thirty-to forty units and 
three thousand to four thousand lads on the mustey-rolis. They could stil! 
increase their numbers by handreds. There were-a number of parishes 
in the metropolis where boys were eager and longing to join them, but there 
were no officers for new units. Many excused themselves on the plea of being 

usy men, but many of the J.L.B. officers were.as busy as any of them. He 
hoped that they would find people in the community toassist them. They necd 
not be volunteers. The drill was very easy and could be quickly acquired. 
The military organisation was merely a means to an end. It was the 
simplest method of obtaining discipline. They were not raised to create 
soldiers and sailors, nor were they raised to prevent their production. 
They had assisted a large number of lads to obtain civil employment who 
otherwise would not have been able to do so. The officers took an 
interest in the lads and helped them.—(Cheers.)

If hedid so, he might be considered 
cuilty of self-praise. Still, the Maccabeeans deserved to be kindly spoken 
of, and well thought of, by the officers of thé Jewish Lads’ Brigade. They 
had shown themselves most unselfish, for when this child had found its 
feet and become interesting, they had given it over to others, and all the 
reward had been gained by those who were carrying on the work of the 
Jewish Lads’ Brigade.

Colonel D. de Lara Cohen has kindly consented to present another Banner which 
has been awarded to the Free School Company. 

wo Brigade Camps were held during the year—one at Deal for the London regiment 
(under the command of Colonel Goldsmid), at which 541 of all ranks were present, and 
one at Lytham for the Northern Provincial Companies (under the command of Lieut.- 
Colonel Dreschfeld), at which about 250 lads and officers were present. The Deal Camp 
was Inspected by Major-General Turner, the Inspector-General of Auxiliary Forces, and 
the Lytham Camp was inspected by Colonel Goldsmid. Reports upon both camps were 
published in the Jewish press, and were eminently satisfactory. Whilst at Deal the 
London regiment was entertained by the officers and men of the Walmer Depot of the 
Royal Marine Light Infantry. : 

During the past year it has been found necessary to disband the ‘‘ Old Boys’”’ 
detachment of the Norwood Company, whilst the following Companies have heen enrolled 
and added to the strength of the Brigade: Hackney Company, Newcastle-on-Tyne 
Company, Bradford Company, C and D Companies, Montreal Battalion. A Brass Band 
has also been enrolled in connection with the London Regiment, the instruments being 
those hitherto used by the “* Old Boys *’ Band of the Jews’ fospital and Orphan Asylum, 
and kindly lent by the authorities of that institution. The Pocket Book, which has 
been revised and contains the new Constitution of the Brigade, has now been finally 
passed and will be issued to all concerned during the early part of January next. 
_ Finding, in October last, that the funds of the Brigade were insufficient to meet 
its liabilities, it was decided that a public dinner should be held, and a special appeal 
should be made for funds. A Dinner Committee was elected to carry out the details, 
and Messrs. Q. E. d’ Avigdor-Goldsmid, Edgar de Mattos Mocatta, Gerald 8S. Montagu, 
and Philip F. Phillips kindly consented to act as Honorary Secretaries of the Dinner, 
which will be held at the Trocadero Restaurant on the 20th January, 1902. A sum of 
£2,200 has been received towards the £4,000 which has been appealed for in order to 
meet the current expenses, and to obviate the necessity for another appeal for at least 
three years. 

By kind permission of Mr. H, Beerbohm Tree a display will be given by the lads of 
the Brigade at Her Majesty’s Theatre, on Sunday, January 26th, 1902. | Various public 
functions are also being arranged locally by several of the Provincial Companies for the 
purpose of augmenting the funds of their respective Companies. A tour of inspection 
will shortly be made by members of the Headquarters Staff amongst the Metropolitan 
and Provincial Companies. The Brigade now consists of 31 units, with a master roll 
amounting to nearly 4,000. 

The lack of working officers is still to be deplored. There is great scope for the 
formation of new Companies both in London and the Provinces, and, as a matter of fact, 
applications have already been received for the formation of Companies jn the districts 
of Hammersmith, Shepherds Bush, Notting Hill, Bayswater and Finsbury Park, but it is 
impossible to take any action in the matter owing to the lack of suitable Company 
Officers. It is pleasing to record that the Brigade was awarded a silver medal by the 
authorities of the Military Exhibition. 

The financial statement, showing receipts of £693 17s. 7d., with an 
expenditure of 840 3s. 4d., was placed before the meeting. The bank 
balance was reported to be {£178 0s. 8d., with liabilities of £329 13s. 3d., 
showing a deficit of £131 12s. 7d. 

Colonel A. E. Goldsmid, Mr. O. E. d’Avigdor-Goldsmid, and Mr. A. 
Lesser, were unanimously re-elected Commandant, Chief Paymaster and 
Brigade Quartermaster for the ensuing three years. Colonel E, Montefiore 
was appointed Deputy-Commandant for the same period. 

The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chair.

‘* Didian Heroines’’ has already started on a Provincial tour in the press, 
and last week re-appeared in the Metropolis. Welook forward with curiosity 
to our foreign exchanges, and wonder whether “* Didian Heroines’ will be 
cited in fature bibliographies. The scarcity of the work should cause it 
to be much sought after by collectors of rare books. 


Fatal Fire in the East End —Another fire, resulting in the death of 
a Jewish person, occurred last week in the East End. The fire was in 
Susannah Street, Poplar, the residence of Mr. J. Levy. The material 
damage was slight, but Sarah Levy, aged sixty-four, was burnt to death.

contribute the fall pomp of a naval funeral on the very rare oecasions when 
a sailor is buried so far inland. Neither the roll of the muffled drum nor 
the farewell volley was heard, therefore, at the Plashet Cemetery last Monday 
afternoon, and the ordinary hearse of the United Synagogue took the place 
of a trailing gun-carriage.

Pathan, Hindu, Malay 
and Negro—men of so many and so varied strains of human descent and 
tradition—yet look upon each other as brethren-in-arms whose honour and 
well-being is mutually dear, the petty, paltry race-hatreds which distigure 
the Continent, and wreak venom oftenest on the head of our own kindred, 
are banished further, by every association together of the King’s sailors 
and soldiers, into the limbo of the past, 


For this reason we particularly value 
The Stokers’ Gallantry. the comradeship shown by poor 


Amering’s fellow-stokers on Monday. 
Their association was also a tribute to the good companionship of the Jewish 
sailor, seeing into what close contact men are thrown in the confined space 
of these swift greyhounds of the ocean. The stoker, the artificer and their 
engineer officers, are indeed deservedly honoured by men who know 
modern warships, as the bravest where all are brave. Without the intoxi- 
cation of combat, deaf and blind to all that is proceeding outside their 
inferno, reecking with heat and steam and oil, liable without warning to be 
dashed and scorched and sodden out of human shape by a hidden flaw in 
their delicate machinery or an unheralded crash of the enemy's 
projectiles, the iron nerve and cool brain of the true seaman, and the 
fervent devotion to duty and honour gloriously characteristic “of the 
British sailor, shine forth in the humble stoker in all their brilliancy. 
That Amering was worthy of his calling we know from his rating—first 
class : and that he could rise to the noble traditions of his profession 
we learn from his ready presence of mind which saved two of his officers 
from a dangerous injury when a mishap was threatening the machinery 
amid which they were standing.

Berlin Communal Elections. elections in Berlin, which have 


resulted in an emphatic victory for 
the Conservatives, are of much more than local interest. Their effect 
cannot be said to be confined even to Germany, or to German-speaking 
countries... They have a significance for the whole of Western Jewry, 
The great question at issue was that of Sunday Services. The 7,500 electors 
who recorded their votes were practically asked to decide whether a festive 
Sunday service with a sermon should be introduced into the Berlin synagogues. 
Had their decision been given in favour of the innovation, Sunday services 
would in time have been adopted throughout Germany, spreading thence 
to Austria and other countries. And although only organised in the 
first instance to supplement the Saturday service, they would ultimately 
have supplanted it altogether. Such a fundamental change in Jewish 
practice must have given its death-blow to the Seventh Day Sabbath. 
That so fatal an action has been averted is cause for sincere satisfaction 
among all who value the maintenance of traditional Jndaism. The Sabbath 
of the Deecalogue is what it always has been—the keystone of Mosaic 
observance, absolutely immovable unless the entire structure which ages of 
Jewish faith have reared is to be pulled down with it. In making this 
assertion we are not unmindful of the powerful consideration that a 
large section of Jews feel compelled to attend to their business 
concerns on Saturday. But so long as the Synagogue recognises 
no other day of rest, earnest Jews will always make an_ effort 
to observe Saturday, and it is remarkable what difliculties many 
of them manage to overcome in order to fall into line with Jewish require- 
meuts. It is simply a case of Mahometand the mountain. True, some of our 
places of worship are sparsely attended, but many congregants who remain 
away are influenced by other than commercial motives, and belong to a 
class who would not attend even a Sunday service. This is proved by the 
experiences of the Berlin Reform Synagogue, where the Sunday attendance 
is most meagre. And that Jews who do not keep Saturday can never be 
induced to ‘‘observe’’ Sunday in its stead, is frankly admitted by Dr. 
Emil Hirsch, of Chicago, who has lately been expressing his disappoint- 
ment with the result of his Sunday experiment. The truth — is 
that a Sunday-keeping Jew is a contradiction in terms. In refusing, 
therefore, to sanction the introduction of Sunday services the Berlin com- 
munity have taken the only consistent step. Another point worth noting 
in these elections is the fewness of votes polled by the Zionists; a mere 
four per cent. of the total. A fact like this demonstrates, if demonstration 
were needed, that their practical influence on communal politics is almost 
nil. It is one thing to speak eloquently on platforms, and another to 
translate oratory into deeds. 
The terrible increase of the mortality 
from cancer, which has made that fell 
disease second only in destructiveness to 
consumption itself (‘*The Captain of 
Death ’’),-has led to the suggestion of a curious theory of its causation— 
and a theory in which Jews are considerably interested.

All butcher’s meat, he goes on | 
argue, contains salt; consequently there is an additional reason wh 
Jews, who eat more fowl and fish than the Gentile, should be freer fru 
cancer. Such, in brief, is the theory of Dr. Braithwaite in so | 
as it affects the Jew. It comes somewhat as a shock to be told that sa! 
which some physicians proclaim to be a kind of elixir of life, is t! 
essential cause of a murderous disease. Strangely, enough, Jews a. 
particularly fond of salt and smoked meat and fish.: The ** Jewish’ smok: 
beef is quite a popular viand even among non-Jews. Sailors, too, ha) 
perforce to eat much salted food, but we do not hear of the 
suffering from eaneer to a greater degree than those followi 
other callings. But apart from all this, one is not inclined to believe tha 
Jews are comparatively free from cancer. Dr. Braithwaite arg 
that he has rarely come across cancerous Jewish patients, and that h 
experience is borne out by the London and Metropolitan hospitals 
well as other institutions. That is hardly, we should think, the gener: 
Jewish experience. Indeed, Dr. Braithwaite admits that his experienc 
is directly traversed by that of Dr. Umanski, of Leeds. It woul: 
be better if, before laying down generalisations, the area 
inquiry were greatly broadened, not only by investigations 
such institutions as the Cancer Hospital, but by research among tl) 
great mass of Jews who live outside these islands, and particularly amon. 
the Jews of Germany, a country particularly prone to the rayages 
cancer. There are, of course, many other questions raised by tl 
Braithwaite theory, but we must content ourselves here with just addin, 
that, seeing the constant medical and biological use to which its raciv 
separation and comparative purity is put—as in the particular matter und 
consideration—the absorption and disappearance of the Jewish race wou): 
be an obvious misfortune te science and, consequently, to the entire huma 
race.

vent a long stay of such emigrants. With this object in view, a Gover: 
ment official has been sent to the frontier to study the question on the spo’. 
It has also been demonstrated that the wanderers are not provided wi!) 
sufficient funds for their journey, and thus become an unnecessary burd« 
on the Hungarian Treasury. This circumstance induced the Ministry { 

Foreign Affairs to enter into negotiations with the different States whic 
the emigrants traverse, to allow them to travel through those countri: 

unhindered. As the result of these negotiations, the Minister of t! 
Interior has ordered that only those Roumanian Jews will be allowed |» 
cross through the frontier and to pass through Hungary, who are pr: 
vided with their travelling expenses (the amount stipulated being a minimw 
of 400 kronen for persons over ten years of age, or 200 kronen for perso: 
between two and ten years) or are in possession of through tickets.

The financial statement for the months of October and November showed 
a balanee at the end of November of £258, against which, however, there 
were liabilities to Schools in the East of £310.

Jewish Association whenever the opportunity may arise, and this recom- 
mendation was adopted by the Council. Mie 

RouMANIA.—The Alliance has called attention to the necessity for raising 
‘arther sums to continue relief work in Roumania. In reply to this communica- 
cation the Alliance has been informed that the President of the Association 
has redeemed his pledge to forward from England £500, being one-third of 
the amount needed to start Loan Banks in Roumania, and that in view 
ff the numerous appeals before the community there is no prospect of a 
further appeal on behalf of Roumanian Jews being successfal. 

On the motion of Mr. LeopoLp SCHLOss it was resolved that a record 
should be placed on the Minutes, of the Council's appreciation of the action 
of the President in this matter. 

PERSIA.—The Director of the Ispahan School has reported an act of 
violence committed by a soldier and a civilian on one of his pupils. He 
reported the occurrence to the Commander-it -Chief (nephew of the Shah 
and son-in-law of the Zil-es-Saltan), who in a s¥mpathetic letter, written In 
’rench, stated that he had caused the assailants to be panished, and that he 
detested wrong-doers. He added his regret that he could not foresee the 
evil condact of such people, so that occasional regrettable incidents must 
oceur, but he requested the Director to inform him each time whenever there 
was ground to complain of one of his subordinates.

The Director has sent to the Alliance proposals for 
giving further extension to this work. The Director also reports that the 
pupils in the Boys’ and Girls’ School now number 353 and 189 respectively, 
against 296 and 166 when the last report was published. On the recom- 
mendation of the Executive Committee, the grant of £32 applied for was 
sanctioned by the Council.—Mr. Haeem Samuel, President of the Bombay 
School, has sent notices received from the Municipality with reference to 
certain works to be executed at the School, together with a report thereon 
by an engineer, who gives estimates of the cost, as well as that of building 
a Separate school for girls. The papers were referred to Mr. H. H. Collins, 
who has furnished the Executive Committee with a report on the subject. 
Mr. Samuel has also sent a copy of the Government Report as well as his 
own report, in which he mentions the opening of a Branch School for the 
younger pupils in a house in the Bene Israel quarter bequeathed to the 
Association. Mr. Samuel asked for £100, the subvention to the Bombay 
School for the first half of 1902, and the vote was passed by the Council.— 
The Board of Deputies has renewed its annual grant of £5 to the Association's 
Girls’ School at Mogador. 

The Council also sanctioned a grant of £50 to the Tangier School on 
condition that a competent English Teacher be engaged and that a local 
contribution of £20 be provided for the same purpose. 

A large part of the time of the meeting was devoted to the consideration 
of an offer that had been made to the Association to undertake the adminis- 
tration of a fund, the income of which was to go towards the maintenance 
of a hospital to be erected in Bagdad. Eventually the proposal was 
referred to a Sub-Committee to consider whether and on what conditions 
the administration of the fund could be undertaken. 

At the special meeting, held subsequently to the ordinary meeting, a 
sum of £600 was voted out of the Education Fand to defray the cost of 
urgent works required by the Municipality to be executed at the Bombay 
School, and a grant of £60 was voted for repairs at the Evelina de Rothschild 
School in Jerusalem,

The Visiting Committee as at present constituted was re-elected until 
next June, when the question of re-clection for a further period will be 
dealt with at the same time as that of the other subsidiary Committees of 
the Board. 

Sanction was given to the investment of £163 which had been handed 
over by the General Benevolent Association to be administered by the 
Board, and similar sanction was given in respect to a legacy of £200 
bequeathed to the Board by the late Mr. Paul Hardy. 

The remainder of the business on the Agenda dealt with increases of 
salary to various members of the Staff, amongst them being a recommen- 
dation from the Executive Committee that the salary of Mr. M. Stephany, 
the Secretary, should be increased by £50 per annum. The Chairman, in 
moving the adoption of the recommendation, and Mr. F. D. Mocatta and 
Mr. B. L. Cohen in supporting it, spoke in terms of very high appreciation 


of the services which Mr. M. Stephany rendered to the Board and to the — 


community at large in his capacity as Secretary to the Board, an office 
which he filled with the utmost credit to himself and the great advantage 
of the Institution.

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THE CHANUCAH MILITARY SERVICE. 


AN IMPOSING AND INTERESTING FUNCTION, 


The ninth Chanucah Military Service was held last Sunday at the 
Central Synagogue. From the exterior of the entrance in Charlotte Street 
(by which the military and volunteers entered) a large Union Jack was 
suspended, and flags were tastefully draped in the vestibule and round the 
pulpit. As the result of the hearty co-operation between the Rev. F. L. 
Cohen, the ‘‘Carnot’’ of these services, and the Executive of the Central 
Synagogue the arrangements worked most smoothly. There was ho 
confusion, and thanks to the vigilance of a dozen non-commissioned 
officers of the Jews’ Free School Company of the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade (under the charge of Captain Julian S. Marks), who made 
admirable stewards, there was no encroachment on the space reserved 
for the military, such as has occurred on previous occasions at other 
synagogues. There was room for all, military and civilians; 
for although no invitations were issued to the public, admission being 
granted to all, there was no overcrowding. Successful from an adminis- 
trative point of view, the service was equally successfal and effective from 
the musical point of view. Chazan, choir, orchestra and organist, all were 
excellent, all combining to make the service one of the best since they were 
instituted. 

The function waa honoured by the presence of several distinguished 
Christians, including the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress (Sir Joseph and 
Lady Dimsdale), Alderman and Sheriff Bell and Mrs. Bell, Colonel the Duke 
of Bedford (Lord Lieutenant of Middlesex), and the Mayor of Holborn 
(Alderman George Phillips). The Lord Mayor was attended by the State 
Oflicials of the City, and was attired in his robes of full State, the 


massive bullion on the rich black silk gown having a_ resplendent 
appearance. Alderman Sir Marcus Samuel and Lady Samuel, and Messrs, J. 


Harris, L.M. Myers and 8S. Weingott, members of the Common Council, were 
also present. The Lady Mayoress was presented with a bouquet by Miss 
Mabel Moss, daughter of Mr. S. E. Moss, Senior Warden. The distinguished 
visitors were received by the Honorary Officers, Alderman J. Trenner (the 
presiding Warden), and Messrs. S. E. Moss, and Asher Isaacs (Financial 
Representative), and after formal introduction a double procession was 
formed, which passed up on each side of the Almemar to the seats reserved 
for them on the right and left of the Ark. The Chief Rabbi sat on the right 
of the Ark, and Mr. F. D. Mocatta was accommodated in the Wardens’ Box. 
Other non-members of the synagogue among the visitors included Messrs. I. 
A. Joseph, Lewis Levy and Wolf Myers (Hon. Officers of the United 
Synagogue, two of whose colleagues, Messrs. Albert Jessel and Felix Davis, 
were at their posts in the ranks as members of the Inns of Court Volunteers), 
and Mr. Sidney Mendelssohn, of Kimberley, who is erecting in the synagogue 
of that town a memorial to Jewish soldiers who have fallen in the war.

The service 
commenced with the singing of Boruch Habo by the choir, which introduced 
a melodious setting of the Chant of Welcome arranged for himself by the 
Rev. E. Spero, and beautifully accompanied by Mr. Asher. Then followed 
Maariv and the kindling of the Chanucah lights by the Rev. E. Spero, whose 
beautiful voice clearly resounded through the Synagogue. Psalm xxx. was

fifteen called ‘‘ songs of degrees.’’ These Psalms, the hymns of the pilgrims 
who went up to keep the Feasts of the Lord in the Temple at Jerusalem. 
were probably composed during the period which immediately preceded t}). 
events which our Feast of Dedication commemorates. Later on, after th: 
valiant Maccabees had by this Dedication re-established the interrupte: 
Service of the Sanctuary, these Songs of Degrees used to be chanted by th. 
Levites, on the Feast of Tabernacles, from the fifteen degrees or steps o: 
the stairway which led down from the men’s to the women’s Court in th 
Temple. But our interest in the text to-day lies rather in its original use. 
and in its consequent influence on the pilgrims who first sang it, voicin; 
the fervid love for the Holy City which burned in their hearts because o 
the Sanctuary in the midst of her, and the profound reverence which ruled 
their minds for the principles which that Sanctuary symbolised and taught, 


for the Law which went forth from Zion, and for the Word 
of God which spread abroad from Jerusalem. So that when 
the hour of stress and struggle came, in the days of the grea’ 


Hasmoneans, the men who had prayed for the peace of Jerusalem stood uy 
against the insolent might of the Syrian Greek, and fought with indomit 

able valour for what that peace meant to them. Then did these immorta! 
heroes, by their zeal and their gallantry, ensure once more the reign of 
peace within her ramparts and prosperity within her palaces. The ever 
glorious Maccabees sprang to arms because for their brethen and com- 
panions’ sakes they would fain speak peace concerning the Courts of the 
Lord. With no thought of personal ambition or family aggrandisement did 
they stride to the front in the great struggle; but they purchased with their 
blood, for the sake of the house of the Lord our God, the religious rights of 
all sueceeding generations. And so for 2,070 years, the gleam of. the 
Chanucah Lamp has shone as ‘‘ a testimony unto Israel, to give thanks unto 
the name of the Lord”’ for the faithfuiness and the strenuous valour of these 
our illustrious ancestors. But we moderns have also cause to repeat the 
aspiration of the Psalm: ‘*‘ For my brethren and companions’ sakes I would 
fain speak peace concerning thee. For the sake of the house of the Lord 
our God I would seek thy good.’’ These words of our text give utterance 
to the regard which must fill every right-minded and fair-minded person in 
this world-encircling realm for those of his fellow-citizens who have the 
honour to wear the King’s uniform. The spirit which prompts so many 
Britons to prepare themselves for the defence of the King’s dominions of 
their own free will and accord, shines out as‘the richest jewel im all the 
treasures of our country. When we consider that the British citizens who, 
both here and over-seas, train to arms without any sort of physical compul- 
sion, reach as high a percentage of the population as that called out per- 
force in many a Continental land where it pleases conscript ‘* pressed men "’ 
to sneer at our volunteérs as ‘‘ mercenaries,’’ we must be filled with 
grateful pride in the manliness and public spirit of our fellow-countrymen 
generally. And in our own Jewish community more particularly. 
we cannot fail to be strack by the coincidence that many of the most 
energetic partakers in the management of our affairs, religious, charitable, 
and educational, may be numbered among our brethren who have at some 
time freely offered themselves to be trained for the national defence. I dv 
not myself deem this coincidence accidental, but rather of the nature of 
cause and effect. And in the enthusiasm with which the Jewish boys in 
public schools throw themselves into the Cadet movement, I behold a 
shining augury of the manner in which jn the next generation they will lead 
our community on to higher efforts yet. And not our small religious 
brotherhood alone, but our great country also, seeing the manner in which many 
of you, who have thus been trained to arms, so ardently and so successful! y 
foster the true English sentiment which already fills the grateful hearts 0! 
the offspring of those Jews who had breathed the free air freely only when 
first they landed on these generous shores. In such meritorious movement» 
as our excellent Lads’ Brigade, you are shaping the children of the Jew- 
coming from less blessed realms, into a generation that will feel it thei:

In the various despatches, some 
forty Jews have been singled out for their countrymen’s applause ; and it is 
interesting to notice that the two Jewish Nursing Sisters, who went one 
through the siege of Ladysmith and the other through that of Kimberley, 
have both received this honourable distinction of public commendation. 
Nor have our sisters been found wanting in other branches of woman's

It is dazzlingly apparent. It is because they 
within her wave-topped ramparts, prosperity within her homesteads.

they have sought, and are seeking, and! will continue to seek, her good ! 
Not at a light cost has this willing devotion of our brethren and companions 
been exhibited. War has exacted its full tribute of blood and of tears from 
Jew as well as Gentile. There have been traced in the lists of casualties 
the names of no less than 325 Jews. Happily, the greater number among 
these have recovered their health and their strength, to be restored to the 
loving ones whose souls are so bound up with theirs. But others—and 
more, perbaps, than we identify—it has pleased the God of Battles to call to 
their eternal rest. Nearly a hundred gallant brethren sleep upon the field 
of honour, amid the thousands of their companions for whom our hearts 
have been bleeding, and our eyes welling over, ever since the defiant invader 
first launched his columns across the British border. It was my sad task to 
read out to you last Chanucah a list of forty-nine brave Jews who had, 
during the first year of the war, testified to their valour and their 
undismayed mettle with their life-blood. The precious memory of these 
loved and lost ones remains yet greenin ourhearts. It is now my sorrowful 
duty to read out to you another long list of departed brethren who have 
fallen in the second year of the war. Yet no despair mingles with our 
sorrow. We know what manner of men these brethren were, and what 
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manner of men were those companions with whom they shared the day of toil 
and the hour of danger. Our Rabbins speak of such as earn eternal bliss by 
the worthy condact of one short moment, and, surely, the British soldier is 
often one of these. Considerate and kindly beyond the warriors of all the 
nations that now rave at him, frothily foaming falsehoods in fatuous fancies, 
his devotion to his duty, his unselfish brotherliness and his great-souled 
calm in the very face of death, render him, when the sudden bullet 
smites him down, often better prepared to meet his God than many 
a one whose life ebbs away amid all the alleviations that luxury 
can procure. It is our inmost prayer, for the glorious memory 
of these our brethren and companions, that the Judge of all the 
earth may grant a speedy and a lasting peace to the regions whose soil 
has been sanctified for us with their precious blood, that there brave men, 
now still antagonists, may soon clasp hands as brethren and companions 
in a mutual determination to transform South Africa into a very temple of 
brotherhood and freedom, of truth and justice, and persistently to seek her 
good. And now, for the sake of the house of the Lord our God whose name 
our Jewish brethren and companions have honoured by the deliberate offer 
of their lives for the principles it teaches, and by placing patriotic duty on 
a pinnacle which no pain nor death could ever surmount, let us rise up all 
together, and call their memory blessed.

A Commanding Officer's Tribute to the Gallantry of a 
Jewish Soldier Killed in Action. 


In our issue of November 15th we gave a notice of the brief career of 
Trooper Alfred Henry Marks, of the 2nd Scottish Horse, who, at the age 
of eighteen, was killed in action on October 30th while engaged with the 
late Colonel Benson’s column at Brakenlaagte. The lad’s father (Mr. Henry 
Marks, of Hope Villa, Addington Road, Bow) has received the following 
autograph letter from the Marquis of Tullibardine, commanding the Scot- 
tish Horse, together with the formal notification of the death and burial on 
Headquarters Scottish Horse,

most gallant fight. He carried a wounded comrade back to camp on horseback, and re- 
turned to the firing line on foot, where he was killed.

By a majority of 26 (77 for to 51 against) the Bavarian Chamber of 
Deputies has adopted a motion of Herr Heim, member of the Centre Party, 
in favour of restricting the number of Jewish Magistrates in the Kingdom. 
The debate lasted two sittings. The result was entirely unexpected and 
has created a great sensation. Next to Prussia, Bavaria is the most 
important State in the German Confederation. 

NEW ZEALAND. 

Mr. Julius Hyman, J.P., President of the Dunedin Congregation, has 
heen gazetted a visiting justice of the Danedin gaol. There are no Jewish 
prisoners in the whole of New Zealand. 

Mr. Mark Cohen, J.P., editor of the Dunedin Evening Star, has been 
elected President of the Journalists’ Institute of New Zealand. 


ROU MANIA. 

The ‘‘ Alien’’ question is now to the fore in Roumania in the shape 
of a proposal, emanating from the ex-Minister of Finance, M. Tache 
Joneseu, in the name of the old Conservatives, which is favourable to the 
.cquisition of landed property by ‘foreigners.’ As is well known, Jews, 
even those born in the country, are officially placed in this category. 


Jottings from South Africa.

JOHANNESBURG, 

It is gratifying to note that the services of loyalist Jews have not passed 
unnoticed by the powers that be, and that the High Commissioner, Lord 
Milner, with his never failing sense of the fitness of things, has done honour 
to many Jews inourcommunity. Thas, the High Commissioner's Consultative 
Committee numbers among its members Mr. Harry Solomon (who was an 
Alderman of Johannesburg before the war, and is familiarly known as ‘ the 
People’s Harry "’), Rev. Dr. Hertz, and Mr. Richard Baumann, The Central 
Registration Committee—which regulates the return of refugees from the 
coast towns—includes the names of Mr. H. D. Solomon (of Messrs. Howard, 
Varrar and Co., managers of the East Rand Proprietary Mines), Mr. 
Baumann, Mr. E. E. Berlandina (Chairman of the Johannesburg Stock 
Exchange), and Mr. Alfred Rogaly (a well known merchant, who has been 
famous since the early days of Johannesburg for his outspoken, lmperialist, 
anti-Krugerite views). Then, the Jewish Member of the Town Council 
is Mr. A. Epler (who represents the leading Austrian firms which are 
interested in gold-mining on the Witwatersrand). In view, therefore, of 
nalieious statements which have been circulated, it cannot be said that the 
('ransvaal Administration has overlooked Jewish interests. Unfortunately, 
however, this rule, like every other, has an exception. The poor Jews who 
have been down at the coast for over two years, and who have found no 
cmployment whatsoever, do not participate in the Imperial charitable funds. 
The fiat has gone forth from the Colonial Office that only Britishers shall 
obtain relief from the war and refugee funds. No doubt this is defensible 
on the ground that charity begins at home; but that is no reason why the 
vealthy Jews who sit at ease in their luxurious homes, seven thousand miles 
away from the sound of battle, should not contribute a little mite 
towards the support of their kith and kin. Up to the present, those 
Jows in Johannesburg who have a little money left after the crash have 
doled out what they could spare ; but their slender resources are 
Jl but exhausted. Through the most tremendous exertions the 
sum of £500 has been collected for the temporary—but very brief—relief of 
the starving Jews in Cape Town; but it is, of course, quite insuflicient for 
their needs. And their case is no whit better than that of the Russian and 
oumanian Jews; the latter are, so to speak, acclimatised to poverty and 
hardship, but the Johannesburg Jews have descended at one fell swoop from 
comparative affluence into a sink of misery and iniquity. I have touched 
upon their ease before in the columns of the Jewish Chronicle, and | trust 
this w 1 will not be in vain.

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Synagogue and Religion Classes for 
Walthamstow and Leyton. 


Just as the general population has about trebled itself during the last 
ten years in the Walthamstow and surrounding district, in the same manner 
the Jewish clement has gradually increased, and to such an extent that we 
are at the present day suddenly confronted with a Jewish population of 
some two hundred or more families. With few exceptions they belong to 
the artisan class, being enagaged in the factories which have been reared 
in the neighbourhood, and naturally they almost all come from the congested 
Whitechapel and East London districts. But it is a sad reflection that, 
beyond meeting a short time back for service on the High Holidays, no pro- 
vision had all these years been made for the regular Sabbath services, or 
for the religious instruction of the children of Jewish families in these 
portions of greater London. 

To remedy this state of affairs, Mr. Zalig Crown, of Walthamstow, set 
to work a few months ago and formed a Committee, comsisting of Mr. Elias 
as Hon. Secretary, and Mr. Mill, Mr. Raphael and others, to endeavour to 
obtain some provision for divine worship and religious education. The pro- 
gress of the movement was slow, until, about two months ago, they approached 
the Rev. Dr. Gollancz, of the Bayswater Synagogue, and sought his 
co-operation in their undertaking. Matters were brought to a head, 
however, when, on November 11th, a freehold plot, most eligible for a 
synagogue, was offered for sale, and Dr. Gollancz was immediately com- 
mnnicated with, who readily undertook to obtain the necessary funds without 
resorting to a public appeal, and to help the leaders of the movement in their 
desired object. 

In connection with this object a meeting of the Jewish residents of 
Walthamstow and the surrounding districts was convened on Sunday, the 


- Ist inst., at the Hall, East Avenue, Walthamstow, to listen to an Address by 


the Rev. Dr. H. Gollanez in furtherance of the movement. The Chair was 
taken by Mr. Z. Crown, who said it was scarcely necessary to introduce the 
reverend gentleman who would address them that evening, as he was well- 
known throughout the length and breadth of the metropolis. As he himself 
was, however, conversant with the origin of the movement for which they 
had assembled, he would remind them that they in that district were much 
behind other neighbourhoods as regards Synagogue and Classes. They had held 
services on the High Festivals andthat wasall. Hetried to rouse enthusiasm 
among the residents, but he could not get good meetings. Matters changed 
when last July they managed to get forty at a meeting. Asa result, at the 
services held during the last Holidays, they had to refuse many, as the 
Hall could not accommodate all who sought admission. In consequence of 
this demand, he put himself into communication with the Rev. Dr. Gollancz, 
informing him of the true state of things, and asking his help to establish 
a synagogue and to provide for the religious education of their children, in 
the same way as he had done not long since in the case of the Reading 
Congregation. Dr. Gollanez readily assented, promising to do all that he 
could, and he had more than kept his word. 

Dr. GOLLANCZ (who, on rising, was loudly cheered by the large assembly 
which had quite filled the hall), said he hoped his hearers did not expect 
from him an address in the true sense of the word, for he had in reality 
come to them on equal terms, thinking to be present at a sort of drawing- 
room meeting. As reference had been made to Reading, he could not help 
saying he was somewhat reminded by the meeting that evening of the pre- 
liminary meeting which he attended a few years ago, to speak on behalf of 
the establishment of a synagogue at Reading. He had during the past few 
months been asked to serve on the Building Committees of two proposed 
new synagogues, but as they were located in neighbourhoods in which he 
thought his Jewish brethren could well help themselves, he preferred to 
reserve his humble powers for his poorer brethren, even for the poorest 
among them. He had been approached by their zealous Chairman, Mr. 
Crown, to help those of this and the surrounding district in the establishment 
of a Synagogue and Classes for Hebrew and Religion, and he was glad to be 
there that evening to testify to his warm interest in their undertaking. It was 
lamentable to think that in all those years nothing had been done in that 
direction, and that there were now some 150 to 200 families without any 
spiritual or religious provision. whatsoever. He was grieved at the infor- 
mation which he had received, that already there had been individual 
instances of apostasy owing to this indifference. Even the Vicar of the 
district had expressed himself very strongly, yet justly, on the condition of 
the Jews. This state of things must be altered. The lessons of the Feast of 
Chanucah, which they were about to celebrate, should teach them to remain 
firm and loyal as Jews. Several letters and interviews had during the past 


_ few months passed between him and the local leaders of the proposed syna- 


gogue, but the most practical information he obtained when on November 
lith Mr. Crown, the Chairman, informed him by letter that a freehold plot 
in the Boundary Road, situated most centrally for Walthamstow and Leyton, 
was available for the sum of £360. He was urgently asked to help them to 
secure this eligible plot for the purpose of erecting a synagogue thereon, 
and he had not been unsuccessful, although it was no easy matter at the 
present time, when several appeals were before the public, to obtain 
donations. But there was one important question which he would ask. 
What were the Jewish residents going to do for themselves, what ‘sacrifice 
were they prepared to endure ? He knew full well from his experience 
of the East of London, what sacrifices the very poorest readily 
and cheerfally imposed upon themselves to have their children taught 
Hebrew and the principles of Judaism, and to be able to join a Chevra 
themselves. They readily spared their sixpence or one shilling a week for 
either purpose, even though they should have to go without a meal to 
secure it. Others would help them, too, if they helped themselves, and 
what their brethren did in the East of London, they certainly could also 
do, either to help to rear their synagogue, or to maintain it when once 
established. Another point he would mention was that the service of the 
synagogue and the teaching in the classes would have to be according to 
inglish methods--the quantity, if they liked, of the much-abused Cheder 
but the style and methods adopted in English schools. He would suggest 
that a gentleman be engaged who could conduct the services and teach the 
vhildren. Though they would have a free hand as to the body to which 
they might attach themselves, the speaker, as one of the Ministers of the 
United Synagogue, would nevertheless assure them that facilities would be 
offered them to join the United Synagogue, which had the advantage of 
having Lord Rothschild as its President. He would now come to the most 
practical part of his address, and suggest that once having secured the 
freehold plot of ground (which he himself had viewed that a ternoon), they 
should erect a corrugated-iron building which. was to serve ‘some 
few years as a synagogue and schooiroom combined. By this means 
they should feel t eir way, and justify the need for a brick-built structure 
It was the only solution of practical valae which he was able to offer them, 
in view of the numerous claims upon the benevolent portion of the com- 
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munity at the present hour. As an encouragement for them to do something 
themselves, he would now, in concluding his remarks, give the meeting « 
little information which he had not yet communicated even to the leaders 
of the movement, viz., that during the past fortnight he had collected 
for them £150, which he hoped would yet be increased. This would 
pay for the plot, and leave a balance of £0) towards the building. 
There was only one point to be cleared up, whether the vendor would 
gave permission for the erection of a temporary iron structure. He was 
hopeful that that restriction would be waived, and that nothing would 
delay the establishment of a Synagogue and Hebrew Classes in their 
neighbourhood.--(Loud cheers.) 


Mr. Extas, Hon. Secretary, moved that the best thanks of the meeting 
be given to Dr. Gollanez, who, without noise and the fanfare of trumpets, 
had lifted a heavy load from off their minds. He worked in so different » 
manner from some other workers. At great personal sacrifice he had work««| 
from morning to evening in their cause, and it was necessary for the resi- 
dents to redouble their efforts in appreciation of his work. He trusted to 
see Dr. Gollancz shortly at the opening of the Synagogue. 

Mr. RAPHAEL seconded, and spoke of the hard work done by Dr. 
Gollanez in the establishment of the Reading Synagogue. He did not 
require their praise, but he earnestly hoped that when the time came, in 
order to show their gratitude to Dr. Gollancz, who had been working single- 
handed to help them, no one but he would consecrate their building for 
them. 

Dr. GOLLANCZ then returned thanks, and, in doing so, moved a vote of 
thanks to the Chairman, to whom, he sa/fd, together with Mr. Elias, was 
due the success of the meeting, and pf the attempt to give publicity to 
the condition of things in the district. 

Mr. GOLDSTEIN seconded the vote, an@ the very successful meeting came 
to a close. 

Dr. Gollanez's collection towards the Walthamstow and Leyton Synagogue 
has now risen to £620. 


West Ham Congregation Sabbath and Religion Classes. 


The distribution of prizes to ‘the pupils of the Sabbath and Religion 
Classes of the West Ham Hebrew Congregation was held on Sunday, at the 
Centenary Hall, Forest Gate. Mr. S. ALFRED ADLER presided, and the prizes 
were distributed by Miss Adler, who was presented by Julia Hart and Jessic 
Cohen with a handsome bouquet. : 


Mr. E. SAMSON (Hon. Secretary) read the report of Mr. E. Norden, who 
had examined the Classes. The report stated that the Classes, both as 
regards quality of tuition and the amount of work accomplished, showed a 
slight falling off this year as compared with the last, but with energetic 
teaching the ground lost could be easily recovered. 

It was announced that a contribution of £100 to reduce the mortgage 
debt on the synagogue had been received. 


The CHAIRMAN, in addressing the large gathering, said there were many 
reasons why it was a source of great pleasure to him to preside. A gathering of 
that description in a district far removed from the throbbing heart of London 
was remarkable. One of the most satisfactory of recent developments in 
connection with the Anglo-Jewish community was the increasing tendency 
on the part of their brethren to migrate from congested and unhealthy dis- 
tricts to the pleasant surroundings and clear, sweet air of the suburbs. 
Unfortunately he only had a superficial knowledge of the East End of London 
and of the grave problems which beset them there. But the most satis- 
factory solution to the complicated, menacing, and sphinx-like problems, 
summed up in the so-called East End question, lay in encouraging their 
brethren to migrate to the suburbs and outlying districts. In this connec- 
tion it was satisfactory to note that communities were springing up at 
Walthamstow, Plumstead, Poplar, Manor Park, and other similar districts. 
He was glad to be there because it enabled him to gain an insight into the 
many-sided spiritual life which animated that district, and he could assure 
them that if his father, the Chief Rabbi, was not there in the flesh he was 
present with them in the spirit, and thoroughly sympathised with all the 
movements of that description.—(Applause.) Mr. Adler also addressed 
some words of encouragement to the pupils. 

Miss ADLER, before distributing the prizes, made a brief speech in 
which she expressed her interest in the Classes. 


The CHAIRMAN, on behalf of the Synagogue, presented Mr. Henry 
Weber, the Collector, with a gold watch ‘' as a mark of appreciation of 
his zealous services.”’ 

Votes of thanks were accorded to Miss Adler for distributing the 
prizes; to Mr. E. Norden for examining the children; and to the teaching 
staff. 


Mr. L. NORDEN proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairman, and in doing 
so said the West Ham Classes were in need of funds, and expressed the 


hope that the Jewish Religious Education Board would consider their 
necessities in this respect. 


The CHAIRMAN, in reply, said he was authorised by his sister, who was 
a member of the Jewish Religious Education Board, to say that the question of 
funds would receive due consideration. If the Committee had no objection. 
he should like to have the honour of starting a few prizes in connection 
with their Classes. The prize should be for the boy and girl who wrote th 
best essay on Chanucah, and should be named after Miss Adler. The 


Chairman concluded by moving a vote of thanks to Mr. E, Samson, the Hon. 
Secretary. 


The vote of thanks was carried, and Mr. Samson suitably replied. 
The evening service was afterwards read.

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EAST LONDON ASSOCIATION FOR THE PROMOTION OF 
LIFE GOVERNORSHIPS TO HOSPITALS. 


The Annual Dinner of this Association was held on Thursday, 
the oth inst., at the Three Nuns Hotel, Aldgate. Mr. Isaac Davis 
was in the Chair, supported by Messrs. Philip Andover, J. M. Ansell, H. J. 
Becker, Perey M. Castello, M. Drucker, H. Gluckstein, Abraham Levy and 


Lewis Levy. After the loyal toasts had been duly honoured, the 
Chairman proposed ‘ Prosperity to the Association.’ He said that 


he knew he was appealing to noble hearts. It was twenty-seven 
years ago that the pressing needs of the hospitals were brought home 
to him, and that those needs had not diminished was proved by the 
existence of the Prince of Wales's Fund, which at the turn of the year was 
to be known as King Edward's Fund. He was indebted to the assistance of many 
kind friends since the Institution was founded, and of those who were asso- 
ciated with him when the laws and regulations were drawn up, he was 
proud to see several before him even to the second and third generation, 
He had learnt by experience that whatever one might be able to do single- 
handed it was nothing to what one could accomplish with the aid of one’s 
friends. He concluded by expressing the hope that those present would 
be able to go away with the knowledge that they had given him pleasure by 
contributing substantially to the funds of that Association. Mr. Lewis Levy 
proposed the health of the Chairman. He said that it would be a next to 
impossible task to recount all the good work done by Mr. Davis, 
but he had only to mention two donations by Mr. Davis to show how 
liberal his charity was. He referred to a gift of £2,500 to the Home 
for Incurables, and £1,000 to the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum. 
Since the founding of the Association by Mr. Davis they had been able to 
give nearly £10,000 to the various Hospitals of the Metropolis. Mr. Davis 
in his reply said that whatever he might have done it had given him 
infinite pleasure, and he preferred enjoying the pleasure during his lifetime 
to passing it on to his executors after his death.

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CHANUCAH SERVICES. 


GREAT. 

A Children’s Chanucah Service was held at the Great Synagogue, to 
which the Wardens invited 250 boys and 250 girls of the Jews’ Free School, 
and fifty boys and fifty girls from the Sabbath Classes and each of the 
neighbouring Board Schools. In all there were upwards of 1,200 children 
present. These were more than enough to fill the building, and a large 
number of children were unable to obtain admission. Mr. A. Rosenfeld 
personally directed the seating of the children, with the assistance of the 
teachers in charge of the various detachments. Among those present were 
Mr. A. Rosenfeld, Mr. I. M. Marks, Mr. A. L. Cohen, Mr. Morris (one of 
H.M. Sub-Inspectors of Schools), Mr. L. B. Abrahams, Mr. L. G. Bowman 
and Mr. H. G. Meyer, Miss Abadi, and Miss Marks (Jews’ Free School) and 
Miss Phillips, Headmistress of Hanbury Street Board School. The service 
lasted just an hour, including twenty minutes for the address. The choral por- 
tions were rendered by a mixed choir of boys and girls from the Jews’ Free 
School, under the direction of Mr. Morris Marks (Choirmaster of the New Syna- 
gogue and the teacher at the Jews’ Free School). The prayers were 
impressively read by the Rev. M. Hast. As an introduction to the service 
the choir sang Ma Tovu to Mombach's rendering ; after the ‘‘ lighting up,” 
Psalm xxx. was chanted in alternate verses. The Chanucah Hymn was sung 
after the address, and Adon Olam (Dr. Verinder) at the conclusion. In the 
last two pieces the children joined with impressive result, but-more parti- 
cularly in Adon Olam Mr. Marks was able to secure an excellent example 
in congregational singing. 

Taking his text from Maccabees, Book I., chap. 2, verse 64, the Rev. 5. 
SINGER delivered a powerful address on ‘‘ Courage,’’ showing how besides 
personal courage, it was just as important to have the courage to speak the 
truth, the courage to avoid evil example, and the courage to hold steadfast 
to one's religion, and illustrating the various points by interesting examples. 
In regard to their religion, though bravery was still needed in clinging to 
it, yet how much more fortunate were they than their fathers in the days 
of Antiochus, or than their brethren in many other countries of the world. 
Here no one interfered with their religion; but they could worship the one 
and only God and serve Him as they had been taught to do, and they had 
nothing to be ashamed of, unless they were bad Jews. The people among 
whom they dwelled and the rulers by whom they were governed were just 
and wise in seeing that what concerned them was, not what a person 
believed, but how he lived and acted. They must never forget what they 
owed to their country and their King. Some of them might be called upon 
to fight for the safety and the honour of their country. Mr. Singer referred 
to the many brave Jews who had served with the colours in South Africa, 
of whom over a hundred had paid with their lives for their love of 
England, and mentioned the young man Arthur Ameringen, stoker on board 
a torpedo-boat destroyer, who, only a few days before, had met his death 
at the post of duty. Services like these few were called to render, but 
they could all serve their country by leading honest, industrious and usefal 
lives, by obeying the law and all who were placed in authority over them, 
and even in their early youth by being good children and pupils, for of 
them came in later life the best citizens. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Singer’s sermon the vast audience of children, 
whose attention had never flagged during the delivery of the address, rose 
and joined in an appropriate prayer, repeating phrase by phrase after the 
preacher. 

Nothing could have been more striking than the exemplary conduct of 
the 1,200 children, and the way in which they followed every point in Mr. 
Singer’s address. As the children left the synagogue, they proceeded to 
the Vestry where each received a silver sixpence and a bun as a memento. 

BERKELEY STREET. 
A Service for Children was held at this synagogue last Sunday after- 
noon. The congregation consisted for the most part of juveniles. The 
Rev. Morris Josern delivered an address on ‘‘ Moral Courage,’’ taking as 
his text Il. Maccabees viii. 18: ‘‘ For they,’’ said he, ‘‘ trust to arms and 
withal to deeds of daring, but we trust in the Almighty God.’’ The preacher 
clearly explained, by illustrations and stories, the difference between 
physical and moral courage, and earnestly commended to his hearers the 
example of the Maccabees, in whose conduct both kinds of courage were 


blended. The service, which was fully choral, closed with the singing of 
Mooz Tsur.

On Saturday evening, at the Broughton Town Hall, a reception was 
civen to the active workers and canvassers connected with the Jewish Hos- 
pital Scheme at the invitation of Messrs. S. Claff, I. Friedland, M. Fein- 
berg, and J. Myers, who are honorary officers. Light refreshments were 
served during the evening, and musical selections contributed by Miss R. 
Jacobson, Miss Jacobs, and Messrs. 8S. Lustgarten, Lloyd, and Kitchen. 
Councillor Dr. Charles Dreyfus (Chairman of the Hospital Committee) pre- 
sided over the large assemblage, and in a short address, dealing with the 
progress of the scheme, said that the question of providing a Jewish Hospital! 
had now passed the controversial stage, and would shortly become an accom- 
plished fact. Dr. Dreyfus further said that before the end of the year the 
leases of the land required would be signed, and the plans of the new build- 
ing would be put before the publie at a general meeting soon after. The 
foundation stones of the new building would probably be laid within three 
months of the present date.—(Cheers.) He, on behalf of the Committee, 
thanked those present for their honorary labours, which all hoped would be 
crowned with suecess. The Rev. Dr, Landau and other gentlemen present 
also made brief and appropriate speeches. Mention was made of the fact 
that a Ladies’ Committee, presided over by Mrs. Dreyfus, was also being 
formed. The weekly collections now average about ten pounds, the bulk of 
which is contributed by working people, who thus evince their practical sym- 
pathy with the scheme. This amount is however expected to be substan- 
tially increased when once the institution is started in working order, 

Military Service,
